West Liberty’s Main Street will be 
the scene of a gala party on Saturday 
afternoon, Aug. 18, in celebration of 
the 100th anniversary of Morgan 
County’s historic courthouse, one of 
only a few 100-year-old courthouses 
still in use by the justice system in 
Kentucky. 

The handsome structure, which 
was included on the National Regis- 
ter of Historic Places in 1974, was 
built in 1907 to replace a previous 
brick structure that occupied the same 
location and was constructed of con- 
crete blocks hand-cast on the site. Its 
most prominent feature, a cupolaed 
clock tower, contains a clock made by 
E. Howard & Son of Boston, Mass., 
that was transported to Morgan 
County on the old O&K Railroad. 

Planned is a festive occasion com- 
plete with a large birthday cake and 
ice cream, free hot dogs and hamburg- 
ers, entertainment by Jesse Wells and 
the Clack Mountain String Band. 
Wells, a descendant of pioneer settler 
Edmund Wells, who gave land for the 
courthouse, is a professor in the Tra- 
ditional Music Department at 
Morehead State University. 

Special mementos of the occasion, 
made by Cat’s Meow, with a photo of 
the courthouse will be given away free 
to the first 300 people who register 
(one per person). 

The event will also include tours 
of the courthouse and the adjoining 
Morgan County Historical Museum. 
A number of dignitaries also have 
been invited. 

The planning committee for the 
event is comprised of Tim Conley, 
Mary Alice Oldfield, Nellie 
Buchanan, Langley Franklin, 
Henrietta McKinney, and Lynn 
Nickell. Sponsors are West Liberty 
Tourism, Bank of the Mountains, 
Commercial Bank, and McDonald’s 
of West Liberty.

Magistrates must still 
find a way to balance 
budget, officials say 

The fiscal court at a special meeting 
last Friday opted to borrow $250,000 to 
help meet its jail bills through the re- 
mainder of the fiscal year, a method state 
officials had listed last week as avail- 
able (but did not recommend) to take 
care of its immediate bills, in lieu of im- 
posing a tax. 

Magistrate Stanley Riggsby, who 
made the motion to borrow the money, 
said the loan will keep the budget afloat 
through February when additional action 
could be considered if necessary. 

Court date for 
Conley Aug. 20 

Morgan County Judge Executive Tim 
Conley is scheduled to appear before 
Special Judge John David Preston in 
Morgan Circuit Court Monday, Aug. 20, 
for arraignment on charges of abuse of 
the public trust. 

Conley was indicted in May by a spe- 
cial grand jury called by Attorney Gen- 
eral Greg Stumbo to investigate allega- 
tions lodged by two Morgan County of- 
ficials. 

Judge Preston, who was appointed to 
hear the case after Morgan Circuit Judge 
Rebecca Phillips disqualified herself, 
also will hear a motion on Aug. 20 by 
Conley’s attorney, Grover A. Carrington 
of Mt. Sterling, for dismissal of the in- 
dictments, which allege that Conley 
gave three drain pipes to the Cow Branch 
Community Church and another drain 
pipe to an individual, for which the 
county was not compensated, and that 
he allowed repairs to his privately- 
owned bulldozer he had loaned to the 
county road department during an emer- 
gency to be charged to the county.

State officials told The Courier after 
the meeting Friday they will continue to 
work with the court to try to find a way 
to free up additional county funds to 
make up the remainder of the $299,000 
the magistrates have budgeted for jail 
costs and to find a way for the court to 
balance its general fund budget as re- 
quired by law. But Dan Waite, State 
Local Government Finance Officer, said, 
“Nothing has really changed. If they (the 
court) can’t cut any more expenses, 
something else will have to be done (to 
make the budget balance .” 

And except for dropping its insur- 
ance, there is very little left to cut, he 
noted. 

“The county is in dire straits,” Waite 
said. “The court has taken this action (to 
borrow $250,000 to help pay jail bills), 
and it’s time now for evaluation. But our 
advice (to the magistrate) will be basi- 
cally what we’ve been saying all along 
— 4 You’ve got to balance the budget’ .” 

What Waite said, in essence, was that 
to be approved by the state, the court 
must present a balanced budget for the 
entire fiscal year, not just until next Feb- 
ruary. 

And without additional spending cuts 
or new sources of revenue, “everybody 
knows (the magistrate’s budget) will not 
get them through the fiscal year,” Waite 
said. 

State officials have suggested three 
options to balance the budget and relieve 
the crisis: cut expenses, adopt a payroll 
tax or increase the county insurance pre- 
mium tax, or a combination of the three. 

Waite said he and other officials 
planned to meet with the court again at 
its regular meeting scheduled last night. 

Voting at last Friday’s meeting to 
borrow the $250,000 were Magistrates 
Riggsby, Denzil Potter, and Randy 
Cantrell. Voting no were Magistrate 
Frankie Spencer and Judge Executive 
Tim Conley. Magistrate Burton Stacy 
abstained. The loan must be repaid be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year.

Audit cites sheriff for 
delay in depositing and 
dispensing tax receipts 

A audit of the Morgan County 
Sheriff’s 2005 tax settlement released 
last week by State Auditor Crit Luallen 
states that Sheriff Mickey Whitt’s finan- 
cial statement fairly presents the taxes 
charged, credited, and paid as of May 
13, 2006. However, the report cites 
weaknesses in internal control over fi- 
nancial operations and reporting, includ- 
ing failure to deposit tax collections to- 
taling $85,906 in checks for up to seven 
months. The matter was scheduled for 
discussion at last night’s fiscal court 
meeting. The audit report is published 
elsewhere in this edition.

THE PEDDLER LEGEND. 
Part III: The Arrest. After Will- 
iam H. Brown waylaid, murdered 
and robbed Irish peddler Morris 
Hagerty (or Higerty), he fled the 
area. 

According to Elbert Nickell, 
the grandson of John Desha and 
Priscilla Nickell (age 93 when I 
interview him), Brown was actu- 
ally arrested in Greenup. Mr. 
Nickell recalls his grandmother 
telling him how she traveled there 
to give evidence against Brown 
at an “examining trial.” (Priscilla 
was a witness because the table 
linen she had bought matched 
others in Brown’s possession.) 

Greenup County is also men- 
tioned in the “confession.” It has 
Brown say that - some 10 days 
after the murder - he fled to 
Portsmouth, Ohio, where he “laid 
in a good supply of cards of the 
kind I desired” (explaining else- 
where that he meant marked 
cards). Then he was on his way 
home when he was met by his two 
brothers, James and Alfred, at the 
home of his aunt - “the widow 
Coffee” - “in Greenup, and they 
told me that I was accused of kill- 
ing the peddler.” As the “confes- 
sion” continues: “My wife sent 
me a special message by my 
brothers to come home and stand 
my trial.” It was at his aunt’s in 
Greenup, he says, that he surren- 
dered himself to “the civil offic- 
ers of Morgan County” who 
placed him in handcuffs and led 
him back to Morgan. 

A later court list of witnesses 
includes several Williamses, 
which is interesting: In the “con- 
fession” Brown claimed that 
James H. Williams had told of the 
peddler’s bankroll and that 
Hayden Williams had first pro- 
posed the murder. In addition to 
himself and Hayden, he impli- 
cated Harvey, Anderson and Dick 
Williams (his own “relations” by 
marriage, as he noted) stating, 
“...If they had been arrested and 
the whole facts known to the 
court and jury, so that justice 
might be equally meted out, there 
would be five of us hung together, 
for they done all they could do in 
forwarding the shocking business 
of the peddler’s (sic) murder.” It 
was, he added, their anger at feel- 
ing cheated out of their share of 
the peddler’s money that led the 
four Williamses (“on the pretext 
of deer hunting”) to search for 
and discover the peddler’s re- 
mains and to testify against him 
at his trial. 

We must keep in mind that 
these accusations have little to 
support them beyond their inclu- 
sion in the “confession.” How- 
ever, a great-grandson of William 
H. Brown - Willard Roseberry, of 
Grayson, Ky. - told me of a fam- 
ily tradition that it was Brown’s 
“wife’s people” (that is, the 
Williamses) who were the cause 
of his killing the peddler. Suppos- 
edly, they had gotten him drunk 
and placed him in a thicket near 



the road to “waylay” the peddler. 

A version similar to Mr. 
Roseberry ’s was told by Boyd 
Brown, of West Liberty, a descen- 
dant of James and Nancy 
(Auxier) Brown, grandparents of 
William H. Brown. As Boyd had 
heard the story, Bill Brown and 
two other men whose names he 
did not know had planned the 
murder of the peddler, playing 
cards to determine who would 
actually commit the crime. The 
lot fell to Bill, he said, who was 
reluctant, but who was forced to 
carry out the plan nevertheless. 

In any case, putting aside the 
question of others’ involvement, 
it does appear that one or more 
of the Williamses did, while hunt- 
ing, find the peddler’s body. We 
have already seen that Anderson, 
Richard and other Williamses 
were among those testifying at 
Brown’s trial. And a grandson of 
Anderson Williams - Mr. Buck 
Williams of Morgan County - 
recalls his grandmother saying it 
was Anderson and his younger 
brothers Dick and Hayden who 
discovered the corpse. 

(Meanwhile the peddler’s 
corpse was taken to West Liberty. 
After the coroner, presumably, 
removed the musket ball from his 
breast, he was buried in a lone 
grave on the bank of the Licking 
River. Today it lies just beyond 
the end of a dead-end street 
named Peddler Street.) 

There seems never to have 
been much doubt as to who had 
killed the peddler. Buck Williams 
(who heard the story many times 
his grandmother, Rachel Perry) 
says suspicion was raised against 
Brown soon after the murder. 
This occurred when - at a corn 
shucking at Squire John 
Williams’s - Brown boasted in a 
knowing manner that he had 
killed “a buck.” The “confession” 
gives a different version: It places 
the corn husking before the mur- 
der (on Dec. 5, 1853, with the 
murder supposedly on Dec. 7) 
and at the house of “the widow 



Jane Williams,” not at Squire 
John’s. In any event, there are in- 
dications (both in oral tradition 
and in the “confession”) that 
Brown advertised his guilt by sell- 
ing the Irishman’s linen goods. 
And his subsequent flight from 
the county would have been seen 
as confirmation. 

Brown had been arrested by 
Morgan County Sheriff William 
Mynheir. A handsome, 
mustachioed bachelor and ladies’ 
man, the 30-year-old Mynheir had 
succeed Albert W. Hazelrigg to 
the office. 

Supposedly in February 1853, 
jailor Stephen M. Farish was 
away and William H. Cartmel was 
acting jailor. At this time Brown 
made an unlikely - if brief - es- 
cape by picking the lock to his leg 
chain with a twenty-penny nail, 
tricking Cartmel into fetching 
some water, and managing to 
cover 500 yards before finally tir- 
ing and giving up to his pursuers. 
At least this is what the “confes- 
sion” describes, along with an al- 
legation that the Commonwealth 
Attorney for the county, James J. 
Easly, twice tried to obtain bribe 
money from Brown (once to ob- 
tain bail, another time to help him 
escape) but had deceived him 
both times.

More prisoners sent 
across state lines as 
space grows scarce 

“Chronic prison overcrowd- 
ing has corrections officials in 
Hawaii and at least seven other 
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states looking increasingly across 
state lines for scarce prison beds, 
usually in prisons run by private 
companies,” reports Solomon 
Moore in The New York Times. 
Facing a court mandate, Califor- 
nia last week transferred 40 in- 
mates to Mississippi and has 
plans for at least 8,000 to be sent 
out of state. The long-distance 
arrangements account for a small 
fraction of the country’s total 
prison population — about 
10,000 inmates, federal officials 
estimate — but corrections offi- 
cials in states with the most 
crowded prisons say the numbers 
are growing.” 

Most of the prisons are lo- 
cated in rural areas, such as 
Beatty ville and Wheelwright in 
Eastern Kentucky. The phenom- 
enon has “raised concerns among 
some corrections officials about 
excessive prisoner churn, consis- 
tency among the private vendors 
and safety in some prisons,” 
Moore reports. “Moving inmates 
from prison to prison disrupts 
training and rehabilitation pro- 
grams and puts stress on tenuous 
family bonds, corrections offi- 
cials say, making it more diffi- 
cult to break the cycle of inmates 
committing new crimes after 
their release. Several recidivism 
studies have found that convicts 
who keep in touch with family 
members through visits and 
phone privileges are less likely 
to violate their parole or commit 
new offenses.”

Lobbying For University 
Construction Projects

In the weeks before Special 
Session No. 2 of the summer of 
2007, there almost certainly will 
be lobbying on behalf of univer- 
sity construction projects to be 
added to legislative agenda Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher sets. 

Fletcher said last week he 
would like some of those 
projects, including expansion of 
the University of Fouisville’s 
football stadium and extension of 
a runway at Fexington’s Blue- 
grass Airport, including in the 
special session agenda. 

But Democratic leaders in the 
House of Representatives insist 
they will agree only to return to 
Frankfort to vote on tax incen- 
tives for a $3 billion coal conver- 
sion plant to be built by Peabody 
Engery Co. 

Everything else, they say, can 
wait until the regular session in 
January, when a new 2008-2010 
budget is prepared and, Demo- 
crats hope, Steve Beshear is the 
new governor replacing Fletcher. 

In general, they are correct, 
although delays in any construc- 
tion project of even six months 
can mean higher construction 
costs down the road. 

There is one type of univer- 
sity project, however, that would 
not be delayed if the General As- 
sembly had passed legislation 
sought by the universities in re- 
cent legislative sessions. 

The legislation would have 
allowed university boards of 
trustees and regents to approve 
debt to pay for campus construc- 
tion when financing requires no 
state General Fund money. 

Current state law requires that 
any substantial construction 
project at a public college or uni- 
versity, no matter how it is fi- 
nanced, must have the approval 
of the General Assembly. 

A good example of the prob- 
lem is the planned expansion of 
the University of Fouisville sta- 
dium to add 21,00 seats to a 
maximum capacity of more than 
63,000 people. Its $65 million 
cost is divided between $30 mil- 
lion in private donations and $35 
million in bonds the university 
will issue to be repaid with rev- 
enue from expanded ticket sales 
to fill the added seats. 

Not a dime in state tax money 
will be used for the project, yet 



it has to have the approval of the 
House and Senate here. 

The result is that the comple- 
tion of the stadium expansion 
will be delayed until the 2010 
football season. And even a small 
increase in construction costs 
during the delay could mean a 
seven-figure increase in the final 
cost. 

Opponents of legislation giv- 
ing universities power to issue 
bonds without legislative ap- 
proval argue that it is the only 
way to keep control of the 
amount of debt universities ac- 
cumulate. And the good credit of 
the commonwealth stands behind 
any and all university bond is- 
sues. 

But the Council on 
Postsecondary Education is in the 
perfect position to keep tabs on 
university debt and require that 
universities use debt responsibly. 
With the kind of leadership at the 
helm of Kentucky’s public uni- 
versities today, I don’t see the 
threat of runaway borrowing at 
any of them. 

Certainly, when universities 
must turn to the General Fund for 
all or part of the money for cam- 
pus construction, the General 
Assembly should approve the 
project. But when a university 
facing a housing crisis needs new 
dormitory rooms to be financed 
exclusively through student 
housing fees, it should not have 
to wait for 12-18 months for the 
General Assembly to give the 
okay. 

It has been a decade since leg- 
islators followed the lead of then- 
Gov. Paul Patton and reformed 
Kentucky’s system of higher edu- 
cation administration and set the 
high goals, especially for the 
University of Kentucky and Uni- 
versity of Fouisville. 

Fegislators also invested big 
money in helping universities 
meet those goals, at least initially. 

While legislative commitment 
has waned in recent years, con- 
siderable progress has been made 
and perhaps that commitment 
will be reignited in future years. 

It seems only fair and reason- 
able universities ought to be 
given the freedom to decide their 
own priorities when it comes to 
construction projects that do not 
involve any funding from general 
tax dollars.

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Murder suspects 
are bound over 
to grand jury 

Three of the four defendants 
charged in connection with the 
murder and robbery last month 
of a Morgan County man were 
bound over to the grand jury at a 
preliminary hearing last week in 
Morgan District Court. 

District Judge Rupert Wilhoit 
set bond for each of three of the 
defendants at $1 million. They 
are Jonathan Brown, 27, and 
Michael McDavid, 26, both of 
Grayson, and Jaclyn Ferguson, 
19, of Sandy Hook. 

Brown, McDavid, and 
Ferguson are charged in the slay- 
ing of Doyle Swiney, 59, of 
Ditney Ridge, whose body was 
found July 21 in North Fork 
Creek off Ky. 711. Swiney had 
been struck from behind with a 
baseball bat and robbed of 
around $2,000, according to au- 
thorities. Swiney had been dead 
for a number of days when his 
body was discovered. 

Brown is charged with mur- 
der and first degree robbery. 
McDavid and Ferguson are both 
charged with complicity to mur- 
der and robbery. 

A fourth defendant, a juvenile 
female from Morgan County, 
also is charged with complicity. 

Brown and McDavid are in 
the Rowan County Deetention 
Center. Ferguson is being held in 
the Carter County Detention 
Center.

possible murder

Kentucky State Police investiga- 
tors suspect foul play in the death 
of a Montgomery County man 
who was recently found dead in 
his home.

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Audit of Sheriff’s 2005 tax settlement released 

‘Tax collections of $85,906 in checks were undeposited for up to 7 months,’ 
according to report released last week by State Auditor Crit Luallen 



FRANKFORT, Ky„ Aug. 1 — 
State Auditor Crit Luallen today 
released the audit of the Sheriff’s 
Settlement - 2005 Taxes for Mor- 
gan County Sheriff, Mickey 
Whitt, as of May 13, 2006. State 
law requires the Auditor to con- 
duct annual audits of county 
clerks and sheriffs. 

The audit found that the 
Sheriff’s financial statement 
fairly presents the taxes charged, 
credited and paid, as of May 13, 
2006, in conformity with the 
modified cash basis of account- 
ing. 

As part of the audit process, 
the Auditor must comment on 
non-compliance with laws, regu- 
lations, contracts and grants. The 
Auditor must also comment on 
material weaknesses involving 
the internal control over financial 
operations and reporting. 

The audit contains the follow- 
ing comments: 

The Sheriff eliminated a defi- 
cit of $63,011 by depositing 
checks previously received dur- 
ing the tax year. The Sheriff had 
a deficit of $63,011 in his offi- 
cial tax account as of the tax sale 
date of May 13, 2006. The defi- 
cit resulted from undeposited 
2005 tax receipts of $63,011. 

2005 tax collections of $62,547 
in checks were found and subse- 
quently deposited November 14, 
2006. Currently, the 2005 tax 
bank account has a reconciled 
cash balance of $4,448. The au- 
dit recommends the Sheriff de- 
posit personal funds of $464 and 
collect and deposit receivables 
from the districts of $4,263 into 
the 2005 bank account to pay 
outstanding liabilities to the ap- 
propriate districts of $8,571. In 
addition, the auditors noted $604 
due to the taxing districts for 
unmined coal tax collections that 
will be included in the Sheriff’s 

2006 tax settlement. The Sheriff, 
Mickey Whitt, responded, “All 
checks were deposited for the tax 
year. All funds were accounted 
for.” 

The Auditor’s office replied 
that the Sheriff was not aware of 
the undeposited checks until the 
auditor’s informed his office of 
the shortage. 

Tax Collections of $85,906 in 
checks were undeposited for up 



to 7 months. Auditors inquired 
with the Sheriff’s office about 
$63,011 shortage in the 2005 tax 
account. After the inquiry, checks 
from taxpayers for real estate, 
franchise and unmined coal taxes 
totaling $85,906 were found. 
These funds consisted of 2005 
tax collections of $62,547 and 
2006 tax collections of $23,359. 
The dates of the checks ranged 
from April 3, 2006 through Au- 
gust 10, 2006. Audit staff was 
given various explanations by the 
bookkeeper for the cause of these 
checks not being deposited, in- 
cluding staff forgetting to make 
the deposit and a deposit being 
found in a file folder in the 
Sheriff’s office. The deposits 
were not made timely causing the 
taxing districts, including the 
school, not to have access to 
these funds. Projected interest of 
$1,700 would have accrued if 
funds were deposited into an in- 
terest bearing account earning 
3.38% of interest. Good internal 
controls dictate tax collections be 
daily reconciled to the bank de- 
posits and collection reports. In 
addition, KRS 134.300 requires 
payments be made by the tenth 
of each month following the col- 
lection of taxes. The audit recom- 
mends the Sheriff ensure tax col- 
lections are deposited daily and 
reconciled, as well as paid to tax- 
ing districts timely. The Sheriff, 
Mickey Whitt, responded, “Even 
though deposits were not made 
on a timely basis all funds were 
ultimately accounted for and all 
checks were deposited into the 
2005 tax account.” 

The Sheriff should distribute 
interest earnings as required by 
law. The Sheriff earned $1,950 in 
interest on his 2005 tax account. 
He failed to distribute any inter- 
est earned for 2005 taxes to the 
school district. KRS 
134. 140(3)(b) states, “At the time 
of his monthly distribution of 
taxes to the district board of edu- 
cation, the Sheriff shall pay to the 
board of education that part of his 
investment earnings for the 
month which is attributable to the 
investment of school taxes.” The 
Sheriff is allowed to charge up 
to 4% of the earned monthly in- 
vestment income for administra- 
tive expenses. Based on the ac- 
tual interest earned, the Sheriff 



owes $876 to the school district 
and the fee account is due $ 1 ,074. 
The audit recommends the Sher- 
iff distribute the interest earned 
on tax collections appropriately. 
The Sheriff, Mickey Whitt, re- 
sponded, “All interest will be dis- 
tributed appropriately to the 
school district and fee account 
from the 2005 tax account.” 

The Sheriff should maintain a 
receipts ledger for all taxes and 
fees collected. The Sheriff does 
not maintain a receipts ledger for 
all taxes and fees collected. The 
Sheriff should post tax collec- 
tions separate from add-on fees, 
advertising fees, and advertising 
costs. This would enable the 
Sheriff to easily determine the 
amount of add-on fees, advertis- 
ing fees and costs to distribute. 
The audit recommends the Sher- 
iff maintain a receipts ledger for 
all tax collections. The Sheriff, 
Mickey Whitt, responded, “Our 
office has created a program to 
keep accurate receipts ledger for 
all taxes collected.” 

The Sheriff should mark tax 
bills unpaid when NSF checks 
are received. The auditors found 
three returned checks totaling 
$741 that had not been collected 
as of our end of fieldwork. The 
Sheriff should maintain adequate 
documentation on all returned 
checks and mark the tax bills 
unpaid. The Sheriff should send 
a registered letter to the taxpay- 
ers informing them that the bills 
are now unpaid. All unpaid tax 
bills should be advertised and 
offered for sale pursuant to KRS 
134.440. The Sheriff, Mickey 
Whitt, responded, “All NSF 
checks will be marked unpaid 
and advertised as delinquent.” 

Delinquent franchise tax bills 
should be turned over to the 
County Clerk. There were four 
franchise tax bills that have not 
been collected. Franchise bills 
become delinquent after the tax- 
payer has had 30 days to pay the 
bill. If the taxpayer has not had 
at least 30 days to pay the fran- 
chise tax bill between the date the 
tax bill was sent and the date of 
the first advertisement, the Sher- 
iff should keep the franchise tax 
bill and include it in next year’s 
settlement. The Sheriff should 
calculate penalties and interest on 



the tax bill as usual. The fran- 
chise tax bills mentioned above 
were prepared during April and 
May of 2005 and should be 
turned over to the County Clerk 
as delinquent. The Sheriff, 
Mickey Whitt, responded, “All 
franchise bills will be turned over 
as delinquent to the County Clerk 
in the future.” 

The Sheriff should collect all 
receivables and pay all liabilities 
for the 2004 tax settlement. The 
Sheriff should collect all receiv- 
ables and pay all liabilities ac- 
cording to the Determination of 
Fund Balance for the 2004 tax 
audit. There are receivables of 
$2,047 due the 2004 account and 
unpaid liabilities of $2,352 still 
outstanding. Once these have 
been collected and paid, the bal- 
ance in the 2004 tax account 
should be zero. The audit recom- 
mends the Sheriff collect and pay 
all outstanding items as soon as 
possible. The Sheriff, Mickey 
Whitt, responded, “Our office 
has attempted to collect and pay 
out the receivables and liabilities. 
This issue is taken care of for 
2004.” 

The Auditor’s office replied 
that they will follow-up to deter- 
mine if all receivables were col- 
lected and liabilities were paid 
during the 2006 tax audit. 

The Sheriff’s office has a lack 
of adequate segregation of duties. 
This occurs when only one per- 
son has control over various ele- 
ments of a single account, e.g. 
deposits and payments. The re- 
port recognizes that due to the 
diversity of operations, small 
size, and budget restrictions, the 
Sheriff has limited options for 
establishing a segregation of du- 
ties. However, the audit provides 
the Sheriff with specific recom- 
mendations for improvement of 
procedures. The Sheriff, Mickey 
Whitt, responded, “Our office 
has a limited staff size due to 
funding.” 

The Sheriff’s responsibilities 
include collecting property taxes, 
providing law enforcement and 
performing services for the 
county fiscal court and courts of 
justice. The Sheriff’s office is 
funded through statutory com- 
missions and fees collected in 
conjunction with these duties.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

We have audited the Morgan County Sheriff s Settlement - 2005 Taxes as of May 13, 2006. This tax settlement is the responsibility of 
the Morgan County Sheriff. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards 
applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, 
and the Audit Guide for Sheriffs Tax Settlements issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statement. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the Sheriffs office prepares the financial statement on a prescribed basis of accounting that demonstrates 
compliance with the modified cash basis, which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion, the accompanying financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the Morgan County 
Sheriff s taxes charged, credited, and paid as of May 13, 2006, in conformity with the modified cash basis of accounting. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated March 1, 2007, on our consideration of the 
Sheriff s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, 
contracts, and grant agreements and other matters.

Morgan County Coach Jeff 
Norman made it clear early on 
that his offense will be built 
around the ground game.

For generations, Wildcat fans 
have grown accustomed to me- 
diocrity. Sure, there’s an occa- 
sional “good season” when UK 
plays its way into a bowl game, 
but even that’s only happened six 
times in the last 30 years. 

But last year’s football suc- 
cess at UK has lit a fire under not 
only the university, but the entire 
Big Blue Nation. The Wildcats 
return 60 players, including 17 
starters, from the 2006 team that 
beat Clemson in the Music City 
Bowl. The optimism around the 
UK camp is sky high, as it should 
be. It’s a team that not only ex- 
pects to return to a bowl, but be- 
lieve it or not, also has full ex- 
pectation that it can compete 
for a conference title. 

“I will be extremely disap- 
pointed if we don’t make some 
noise in this league and have a 
chance to compete in the SEC 
race,” UK Coach Rich Brooks 
said last Friday. “I think this team 
probably has more talent than our 
Oregon team that won the PAC- 
10 and went to the Rose Bowl.” 

Of course, not everyone is as 
optimistic as Brooks. Despite a 
third place finish in the tough 
SEC last year, many college foot- 
ball publications still project the 
Cats to finish as low as fifth in 
the division in 2007. So is that 
an insult to this team, or does it 
simply serve as motivation? 

“I’m not disappointed at all,” 
senior Keenan Burton said. “I 
feel like you can’t get respect 
until you earn it. The teams we 
have in front of us are good 
teams. You just have to show that 
we can go out and play with those 
guys.” 

For years, the goal of Ken- 
tucky football has been to beat 
the likes of Florida and Tennes- 
see. Despite playing both teams 
on the road last year, the Cats 
made it tough on the traditional 
SEC elite. UK trailed the Gators 
by only five points at the half 
before a devastating delay of 
game penalty led to a disappoint- 
ing 17-12 loss. 

So could this finally be the 
year it all comes together and one 
or more of the “big boys” fall? 

“Hey, this could be the year,” 
said an excited Dicky Lyons, Jr., 
who finished with 50 receptions, 
including nine for touchdowns, 
in 2006. “I feel really good about 
our team and can’t wait to get 
started.” 

“We play one of the toughest 
schedules, but if we bring our ‘ A- 
game’ every week, we’ll have a 
chance to do something around 
here that hasn’t been done in a 
while,” said tight end Jacob 
Tamme. “That’s the goal of these 
seniors, to play well and have a 
chance to win a championship.”

Fall semester to 
start Aug. 20 at 
MSU campuses 

MOREHEAD, Ky.— 
Morehead State University’s Fall 
semester will begin on Monday, 
Aug. 20, on the Morehead cam- 
pus and at MSU’s five regional 
campuses. There is still time to 
register for classes. 

Returning MSU students need 
to remember that there have been 
several changes made to student 
billing and payment options, ef- 
fective with the Fall semester. 
MSU no longer offers a deferred 
payment plan; students may now 
take advantage of a different op- 
tion to pay their bill at a later 
date, while at the same time, con- 
firming that they will be attend- 
ing classes. 

If any student is unable to pay 
their full balance prior to the 
deadline, he or she may complete 
and return a Statement of Intent, 
which explains payment require- 
ments, according to Carol Ford, 
assistant director of accounting 
and budgetary control. 

“By agreeing to the condi- 
tions of the statement, students 
confirm they will attend classes 
at MSU and acknowledge their 
bill due for the upcoming semes- 
ter. It will give them an extended 
period of time to pay their bill,” 
Ford said. 

“These statements must be 
printed, signed and returned to 
the Office of Accounting and 
Budgetary Control by Aug. 13 to 
prevent class schedules from be- 
ing cancelled.” 

This requirement also applies 
to any student who receives fi- 
nancial aid or scholarships, or 
whose college expenses are be- 
ing paid by an outside agency. 

Statements are available on 
WebAdvisor, or by accessing 
www.moreheadstate.edu/abc/. 

For undecided students, de- 
tails on the registration process 
are available on the Registrar’s 
Web site or by calling the Office 
of the Registrar at (606) 783- 
2008. 

A list of courses is available 
in the class schedule listing on 
MSU’s Web site. Textbooks for 
the classes may be purchased 
from the University Bookstore, 
located in the Adron Doran Uni- 
versity Center on the Morehead 
campus.

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Back-to-school traffic safety tips 
for motorists, parents and students 



As summer days grow shorter, 
communities across America will 
soon be observing that timeless 
annual ritual: the first day of 
school. It is a time when parents 
breathe a sigh of relief and stu- 
dents and teachers anticipate new 
beginnings and new challenges. 

Unfortunately, the beginning 
of school is also a time when chil- 
dren are at increased risk of trans- 
portation-related injuries from 
pedestrian, bicycle, school bus 
and motor vehicle crashes be- 
cause there are many more chil- 
dren on the road each morning 
and afternoon, and many drivers’ 
patterns change. Shorter daylight 
hours make it especially difficult 
to see young pedestrians and bi- 
cyclists. So as schools open their 
doors, it is time for everyone - 
motorists, parents, educators and 
students - to improve their traf- 
fic safety practices. The follow- 
ing tips can help make this a safe 
and happy school year for the 
whole community. 

Tips For Motorists 

• Slow down and obey all traf- 
fic laws and speed limits. 

• Always stop for a school bus 
that has stopped to load or un- 
load passengers. Red flashing 
lights and extended stop arms tell 
you the bus is stopped to load or 
unload children. State law re- 
quires you to stop. 

• Be alert. Watch your chil- 
dren walking in the street, espe- 
cially where there are no side- 



walks. Watch for children play- 
ing and gathering near bus stops. 
Watch for children arriving late 
for the bus, who may dart into the 
street without looking for traffic. 
When backing out of a driveway 
or leaving a garage, watch for 
children walking or biking to 
school. 

• When driving in neighbor- 
hoods or school zones, watch for 
young people who maybe in a 
hurry to get to school and may not 
be thinking about getting there 
safely. 

Tips For Parents 

• Help your children learn to 
practice the safety rules for walk- 
ing, bicycling or riding in a pas- 
senger car, school bus or transit 
bus. 

• Supervise young children as 
they are walking or biking to 
school or as they wait at the 
school bus stop. 

• Be a good role model, espe- 
cially when you are with your 
kids. Always buckle up in the car, 
always wear a helmet when bik- 
ing and always follow pedestrian 
safety rules. 

• Teach young children the 
safety rules for traveling to 
school, whether it be walking, 
bicycling, on a school bus or 
riding in a motor vehicle. The 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA) has de- 
veloped a variety of kid-friendly 
materials and teaching tools. 
These can be downloaded from 



the NHTSA’s website at 
www.nhtsa.dot.gov, or you can 
fax your order to 202-493-2062. 
The website provides links to 
many other organizations and 
materials related to safe school 
travel. 

• Support any “Getting to 
School Safely” activities spon- 
sored by your school, the PTA/ 
PTO, or other community orga- 
nizations. 

• Be a good role model. Al- 
ways use your seatbelt, wear a 
helmet when bicycling or riding 
a motorcycle and practice pedes- 
trian safety rules. 

Tips For Students 

• Always buckle up when you 
are riding in a car. 

• Always ride in the back seat. 
It is the safest place for young 
people. 

• Always wear your helmet 
and follow traffic safety rules 
when riding your bike. 

• If you ride a school bus, 
learn and practice the safety rules 
for waiting at the bus stop, get- 
ting on and off the bus, and riding 
the bus. 

• If you walk to school, learn 
and practice the safety rules for 
pedestrians. Always cross at 
cross walks, obey all traffic signs, 
stop lights and safety patrol in- 
structions. 

• Be a good role model for 
your younger brothers and sisters 
and friends, and help them learn 
and practice the safety rules. 



Tips to safely can and freeze fresh 
garden fruits and vegetables 



Many people would like to 
preserve fresh fruits and veg- 
etables from their own gardens 
or from local farmers’ markets to 
savor when the items are not in 
season. To preserve produce 
safely, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture provide time-proven 
canning and freezing procedures. 

Blanch vegetables before 
freezing them. Blanching is the 
process of heating or scalding 
vegetables in boiling water or 
steam for a short time. This slows 
or stops the enzymatic action that 
reduces flavor, color and texture. 
It also removes dirt and organ- 
isms from vegetable surfaces, 
helps retard vitamin loss and 
wilts or softens vegetables, mak- 
ing them easier to pack in freezer 
containers. 

Use a wire blanching basket 
and covered saucepan or a wire 
basket in a large kettle with a fit- 
ted lid. Use one gallon of vigor- 
ously boiling water per pound of 
prepared vegetables. After put- 
ting vegetables into the basket, 



lower it into the container and 
begin blanching anytime as soon 
as the water returns to a boil, usu- 
ally within one minute. If it takes 
longer to return to a boil, you are 
using too much vegetable for that 
amount of water. Be sure to keep 
heat high for the total blanching 
time. 

Quickly and thoroughly cool 
vegetables to stop the cooking 
process. Otherwise, they will be 
overcooked and lose flavor, 
color, vitamins and minerals. In- 
adequate draining before freez- 
ing, slow freezing or temperature 
fluctuations above zero degrees 
Fahrenheit might cause this. It 
can also affect a frozen 
vegetable’s texture and appear- 
ance. 

Frozen food is only as good 
as the quality of fresh food. So 
choose high-quality projects at 
optimum maturity and freshness. 
Although freezing does not kill 
all bacteria, yeasts and molds in 
food, it does keep them from rap- 
idly multiplying when the food 



remains at zero degrees F or less. 
However, surviving organisms 
can multiply when the food is 
thawed. 

When canning foods, wash 
and blanch them before filling 
jars. Do not overpack jars as this 
can cause inadequate processing 
and result in unsafe food. Nearly 
all fresh vegetables must be pro- 
cessed in a pressure canner for 
the required USD A processing 
time. Pickled foods, such as 
acidified tomatoes and pickles, 
can be safely processed without 
pressure in a boiling water bath. 

It is very important to allow 
steam to escape for 10 minutes 
before closing the valve or put- 
ting the weight on the vent of the 
pressure canner. This allows the 
inside temperature to correspond 
to that of the pressure gauge. 

If you discover an unsealed jar 
within 24 hours, the food can 
safely be re-canned. Remove the 
lid and check the jar sealing sur- 
face for tiny nicks. Change the 
jar if needed and add a new, 
treated, lid, then reprocess using 
the same original processing 
time. 

Properly canned food will re- 
tain optimum eating quality for 
at least one year when stored in 
a cool, dry place. Canned food 
might lose some quality in a few 
weeks or months if stored in a 
warm place (near hot pipes, a fur- 
nace or in direct sunlight), de- 
pending on the temperature. 
Dampness might corrode cans or 
metal lids, causing leakage and 
food spoilage.

Quick Disability 
Determination Process 

Michael J. Astrue, commis- 
sioner of Social Security, recently 
announced that Social Security 
will publish a proposed regulation 
to extend the quick disability de- 
termination (QDD) process to all 
state disability determination ser- 
vices. The process is now operat- 
ing in the Boston region, com- 
prised of the states of Connecti- 
cut, Maine, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island and 
Vermont. Under QDD, a predic- 
tive model analyzes specific ele- 
ments of data within the elec- 
tronic claims file to identify 
claims where there is a high po- 
tential that the claimant is dis- 
abled and where evidence of the 
claimant’s allegations can be 
quickly and easily obtained. 

“At my confirmation hearing, 

I promised to look closely at the 
disability changes we were test- 
ing in New England and imple- 
ment nationally those things that 
were working well,” Commis- 
sioner Astrue said. “We have seen 
the success of the QDD model in 
identifying cases that are most 
likely to be allowed. To date, 97 
percent of the cases identified 
have been decided within 21 days 
and the average decision time is 

II days. We plan to build on the 
success of QDD by expanding it 
to all states because it is both ef- 
ficient and compassionate for us 
to do so.”

disability cases each year. In the 
Boston region, QDD cases con- 
stituted slightly less than 3 per- 
cent of all new cases because the 
model does not yet cull a wide 
enough variety of diseases. Com- 
missioner Astru has committed to 
expanding the number of cases 
that can be decided through the 
model as high as possible while 
maintaining accuracy. 

“The length of time many 
people wait for a disability deci- 
sion is unacceptable,” Astrue 
said. “I am committed to a pro- 
cess that is as fair and speedy as 
possible. While there is no single 
magic bullet, with better systems, 
better business processes and bet- 
ter ways of fast-tracking targeted 
cases, we can greatly improve the 
service we provide this vulner- 
able population.” 

The proposed regulation pro- 
vides for a 30-day comment pe- 
riod. It is on display at the fed- 
eral register and can be read 
online at www.regulations.gov.

Technology leaders from across state 
test their skills at training session here 



WEST LIBERTY, Ky. — 
Twenty school technology spe- 
cialists from across the state gath- 
ered for a weeklong certification 
training session last week at the 
MSU Regional Enterprise Center. 
In addition to over thirty hours of 
training, they spent four hours 
completing the tests to earn ad- 
vanced certification on equip- 
ment and software to better man- 
age computer systems in their 
schools. 

Representatives from Martin, 
Allen, Caldwell, Greenup, 
Marshall, Lawrence, Trigg, Jack- 
son, Elliott and Boyd counties, 
Morehead State University, 
Raceland-Worthington and 
Russell Independent participated 
in the workshop sponsored by 
Kentucky Dataseam. In addition 
to operating a large state-wide 
computing grid for advanced re- 
search, Dataseam helps teachers 
and technology specialists in par- 
ticipating districts to better utilize 



computers in their schools. 

According to Brian Gupton, 
Kentucky Dataseam Executive 
Director, “With the help of Apple, 
Nortel and Morehead State Uni- 
versity we are able to bring a 
unique training program here so 
more of our local technology pro- 
fessionals can improve their skills 
and value to their school districts. 
Based on response from this first 
session, we expect another 50-70 
people to take advantage of this 
certification over the next few 
months.” 

“This was a great opportunity 
to achieve professional certifica- 
tion on this technology,” said Dis- 
trict Technology Coordinator for 
Boyd County Schools, Russ Cole. 
“Normally school districts can’t 
afford to send individuals to this 
level of training, but the fact it 
was close to home and condensed 
in one week made this a manage- 
able way to make this happen.” 

Dataseam has installed over 



5,000 computers in area coal 
county schools and expects to 
provide another 2,500 this year. 
The Kentucky Legislature sup- 
ports the program with coal sev- 
erance funding through the De- 
partment of Commercialization 
and Innovation (DCI) within the 
Kentucky Cabinet for Economic 
Development and the Kentucky 
Department of Education in an 
effort to produce new technolo- 
gies, high tech jobs and increase 
the attractiveness of Kentucky’s 
workforce to high tech compa- 
nies. 

“A trained and ready high-tech 
workforce will play a key role in 
Kentucky’s future,” said DCI 
Commissioner Deborah Clayton. 
“This type of training and certifi- 
cation is helping develop a ca- 
pable, in-place workforce that 
will encourage more technology- 
based businesses to consider lo- 
cating or expanding here in Ken- 
tucky.”

MSU-St. Claire 
funds for new 
center project 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
The U.S. House of Representa- 
tives has approved $200,000 to 
fund the Center for Health Edu- 
cation and Research facility at St. 
Claire Medical Center in 
Morehead. The project is a joint 
effort between Morehead State 
University, St. Claire Regional 
Medical Center and the Univer-
